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ABSTRACT : PURPOSE: To make the setting of an optimum condition possible, and ensure high 

efficiency for data processing performance by making small and lightweight the setting 
section of ionizing and ion source conditions, storing and formatting the aforesaid 
conditions, and carrying the setting section for remote operation via a transceiver means. 

CONSTITUTION: The data of an ionizing condition and an ion source condition entered 
from an input/display section 5 is communicated to CPU I 27 via the buffer 25 of a 
transmission interface 4 and a peripheral register 26, and set in a memory section I 28 and 
a data conversion section I 29. A value in the data conversion section I is received by the 
receiving interface 3 of a control data processing device 2 positioned away from a 
transmission section 30, re- converted to a digital value suitable for CPU II 23, and saved 
in a memory section II 20. The aforesaid saved value is set in an analogue and digital 
control sections 21 and 22 for controlling a mass analyzer 1 via CPU 23. According to the 
aforesaid construction, the mass analyzer 1 can be set at the predetermined ionizing and 
ion source conditions, and operated in the aforesaid conditions. 
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
